He failed to get any portion of the 
pulse in the closing dash, for which lie ruled at 
odds-ou. The McDowell establishment again scored 
a double, this time with tiracilla and Star Actress. 
Doth were ridden by E. Martin. The sport was in- 
teresting and enjoyed by a fairly large attendance. 
The betting showed an increase over that of yes- 
terday. 

A handicap at -ix furlongs in which some l'airlv 
good sprinters engaged, resulted in victory for 
t ascy Jones, on which l.oflus had Hie mount. Dan 
Zarcta outstayed Benauet in the final drive for 
second place. The winner, under good handling, 
followed the leaders to the last turn, theu passed 
into tlie lead and wou well in hand.

MRS. L. A. LIVINGSTON UNCOVERS PROMISING 
CANDIDATE FOR CANADIAN DERBY HONORS. 

Colt Is Returned Winner of National Handicap at 
Hamilton and Wins Many Friends — Hamilton 
Attendance Records Are Shattered. 



Hamilton. Out.. July 1. — Ail records for atten- 
dance were smashed at the Hamilton course tliisf 
afternoon. Dominion Day brought out a tremendous 
gathering that packed every available apace witliiu 
tbe enclosure. Tlie first throe races were held 
back id await the arrival of a second special train 
from Toronto that was delayed on route aud the 
horses were not called to the post for the fourth 
race until 4:41. A splendid program was provided 
by the club, tlie feature of which was the National 
liaudicup. a dash of one mile and an eighth, to 
which $2.b00 was added. Only live of the eight 
carded went to the post, with Kleburne having tlie 
call with the bettors. The race was a spirited 
struggle from the moment the barrier was sprung. 
Kingly going into the lead ana racing bead and head 
with Kleburne until the last ffity yards, where the 
favorite faltered. Kingly went oh with rare courage 
and in the final drive withstood Buskin’s rusli to 
win by a neck. The fractional time of the race 
was 24. 48, 1:12%. 1:38%. 1:51%. Froglegs, the 
top weight, was fourth. With good racing luck lie 
probably would have won. Buxton made the mis- 
take of trying to go through on tbe inside of Buskin 
on tlie turn out of tlie baekstretch and was prompt- 
ly shut off. Mr. Schorr’s colt pulled up lame after 
the race.

GERMANY MAY LICENSE BOOKMAKERS. 

A telegram from Berlin to the Daily Chronicle 
says: "The bookmaker question is one which has 

long agitated German skirting circles. For the last 
50 years bookmaking, according to the strict letter 
of the law, is ‘verboten.’ like so many things in 
iho Fatherland, yet the profession lias contrived to 
run its business and to prosper to a fair extent. 
In every second beershop. in hairdressing saloons and 
tobacconists’ establishments, liets subrosa are made. 

"Now the whole position is about to be changed. 
The government lias been considering the matter, 
and a bill has been drafted which will be laid before 
parliament. In Germany, as in France, the pari- 
mutuel system is in vogue and the government at 
present taxes all transactions on that machine to 
the extent of about 16 per cent. On the P.erlin 
race courses last year it is reckoned that the total 
business amounted to 30.000,000 marks l$7.5(>o,b00i. 
Now it is proposed to reduce the tax to 12 per cent. 
Of that the state will take half, the other f> per 
cent, will go to the various rennverejue, or racing 
associations for the purposi-s of horse breeding. 

"The government hopes to lose no reveutie by the 
decrease, as the bookmaker tax will preserve and 
possibly increase the amount that the state receives. 
As to the bookmakers, the bill provides for the 
recognition of a certain number in each large town. 
The figure is to be fixed according to the popitla 
tion. 

"When betting with a liookmaker cash must lie 
paid, and the smallest amount that can tie put on 
for a win or place will, it Is proposed, be five 
murks. This five-mark minimum is not popular in 
sporting cireles. In fixing it the state is no doubt 
taking a fraternal interest in the person of moderate 
means, whom it does not wish to encourage to bet. 
but. it is argued, on the other hand, that such a 
restriction will have the result of making him a 
customer of the unregistered l«>okinaker, whom it is 
not advisable to encourage.”
